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General Bills And Resolutions Affecting Business 
Passed by the Split Biennial Session of the General Assembly, 1953

The General Assembly of Georgia’s Biennial 
Session of 1953 was an active session. A total of 
1,287 Bills and 439 Resolutions were introduced. 
In the House of Representatives 1,046 Bills 
were introduced of which 715 or 69 per cent passed. 
In the Senate 241 Bills were introduced of which 
141 or 58 per cent passed. Of the Resolutions passed 
many dealt with proposed constitutional amend- 
ments of a general or local nature, a large per- 
centage were special appropriations covering claims 
against the State, and many others had the effect 
of law. 

Local legislation as usual represented a large 
majority of the Bills, accounting for 581 or two- 
thirds of all Bills enacted. A move away from 
legislative action on special claims was made in the 
enactment of HB 877 permitting the State Depart- 
ment of Public Safety to pay the medical expense 
of employees injured in line of duty. Another law 
which would have permitted municipalities to open 
and close streets and alleys, thus reducing the num- 
ber of local bilis, was vetoed. 

Laws enacted which were of general interest 
include the creation of a Turnpike Authority 
authorized to build a toll road across the State from 
north to south; a State Bridge Building Authority 
and authorization to the State Highway Depart- 
ment to enter into lease contracts with it; and pro- 
vision for municipal employees to come under Social 
Security. Others were the enactment of a new Fair 
Trade Law, the Uniform Traffic Code; the act

prohibiting peace officers from joining labor 
unions; provision for progressive reduction of the 
tax on intangibles; requiring statement of liens 
against automobiles when applying for registra- 
tion; and the law providing for payment of the ad 
valorem tax on automobiles before registration, 
which was vetoed. A number of laws are designed 
to strengthen the sales tax while others make modi- 
fications in the income tax, notably the law which 
permits corporations to make the same income tax 
deductions now allowed individuals. H. R. 229 
proposes a constitutional amendment to remove the 
15 mill limitation on school taxes by popular vote. 
The Bills listed here are only those general 
bills of special interest to business, and will serve 
as a checklist for those who wish to seek further 
information by checking individual laws.
